LOUIS POGGI, alias Bruno, alias “ Louie the Lump,” age 24 years, height 5 feet, 3 inches, weight 158 lbs., 
medium dark complexion, dark brown hair, brown eyes; Italian parentage. 

Poggi was arrested on May 21, 1908, charged with killing two men and wounding a woman. He pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced by Judge Scudder, Kings County Supreme Court, to Elmira Reformatory, where he served thirteen months. 

On February 13th, 1912, he was arrested, charged with exchanging pistol shots with one “ Game,” on the corner of 
Baxter and Franklin Streets. As the result of this shooting an innocent bystander was seriously injured. Witnesses were 
sworn by a representative of the District Attorney and identified Poggi as the man who had done the shooting. On 
examination before a magistrate these witnesses retracted these statements which they had made under oath. Poggi was 
accordingly liberated. 

He was again arrested on March 7, 1912, charged with having a loaded revolver concealed on his person. He was 
arraigned before a Magistrate who held him without bail for the action of the Grand Jury. Prior to his appearance before 
the Grand Jury he was released on $2,000 bail by Judge Swann. He was indicted by the Grand Jury as a second offender 
and was, in consequence, re-arrested. He was then admitted to bail in the sum of $4,000 by Judge Swann in General 
Sessions. This bail was forfeited by the Empire State Surety Company. 

The case against Poggi came to trial on April 1. Poggi failed to appear and his bail was forfeited. 

On April 3, Poggi was surrendered by his attorney before Judge Crain, who ordered the forfeited bond refunded to 
the bonding company and paroled Poggi in the custody of his attorney, to appear at two o’clock this afternoon for trial, 
when he failed to appear.
